Heavily armed police rushed a 
rooftop hotel bunker Monday 
afternoon in a search for sni­ 
pers who killed six persons and 
wounded 17 others, but found 
no trace of gunmen. 
A room-by-room search of the 
hotel was begun Monday night, 
but there was no immediate 
sign of snipers. Police admitted 
there was a chance one or two 
snipers had escaped, or even a 


remote chance there was only 
one gunman. 
One sniper was killed Sunday 
night by police gunfire from a 
helicopter which swooped over 
the roof of the hotel. At that 
time, police though there was 
a total of three snipers. 
Police Supt. Clarence Giar- 
russo said Monday night he still 
believed there were at least 
two snipers originally, but “if

About 10 feet from the eleva­ 
tor shaft lay the body of a sni­ 
per, killed Sunday by police 
marksmen who flew over the 
rooftop in a Marine helicopter. 
The flight by the helicopter was 
one of several made in an at­ 
tempt to flush the gunmen, out.

Paris Talks R e s u m e 


In Icy A t m o s p h e r e 


• PARIS IAPl — The talks be­ 
tween Henry A Kissinger and 
Le Due Tho resumed Monday 
in an apparently icy atmos­ 
phere. An aura of grim con­ 
frontation hung over the new 
efforts to negotiate a Vietnam 
peace settlement. 
President Nixon’s security 
adviser and the North Vietnam­ 
ese Politburo member con­ 
ferred for 4Mi hours in a Com­ 
munist-owned villa in suburban 
Gif sur Yvette. It was their 
first, meeting since the talks 
were suspended on Dec. 13 and 
President Nixon unleashed an 
unprecedented wave of bomb­ 
ing attacks on the North Viet­ 
namese heartland. 
For the first time, there were 
no smiles or handshakes be­ 
tween the two sides, and Tho 
left Kissinger standing on, the 
doorstep for almost a minute 


without sending an aide to es­ 
cort him inside. 
Kissinger finally pushed, open 
the door and walked in, follow­ 
ed by deputy assistant secre­ 
tary of state, William Sullivan, 
and other aides, At the end of 
the meeting, the North Viet­ 
namese again broke with long- 
established custom and con­ 
spicuously failed to escort the 
Americans to the door. Kissin­ 
ger left grim-faced, without his 
familiar smile. 
American and North Viet­ 
namese officials declined to 
comment on the break with es­ 
tablished protocol. As usual, 
there was no official word on 
what was discussed, but the 
Hanoi delegation said the two 
sides would meet again Tues­ 
day morning with the Ameri­ 
cans acting, as hosts.

Moon Probe 


By Russia 


MOSCOW (AP) _ The Soviet 
Liuon shot nn unmanned space 
craft toward the moon Monday, 
the first Soviet moon probe in 
nearly a year. 
’Ine news agency Tass, in a 
ot ter announcement about six 
hours alter the launch, said 
Luna 21 was functioning nor- 
ma.iy and would carry out 
“further scientific studies of 
the 
moon 
and 
near-moon 
space.” 
As usual, little information 
wa& given about the initial 
stages of the moon shot. The 
announcement did not say if 
Luna 21 would try to land as 
did the last moon venture, 
Luna 20 in February. 
Luna 20, after a five-day trip 
to the moon. Landed near the 
Sea of Fertility and spent 274; 
hours drilling up soil samples. 
It returned to earth Feb. 25. 
Like its predecessors, Luna 
21 was sent into an earth orbit 
in a special moon launch satel­ 
lite that then fired it out of 
earth orbit and toward the 
moon. 
UNDER WAY 
The Soviet moon probe got 
unaer way less than a month 
aiter the United Saltes com-; 
pleted its manned lunar explor­ 
ation program with the Apollo; 
17. The United States has no 
plan to return to the moon in 
the foreseeable future. 
Soviet plans are not known. 
Since the United States put the 
first man on the moon in 1969, 
the Soviets have stressed auto­ 
matic devices for moon explor­ 
ation — arguing that it is 
cheaper and safer. 
Other recent shots in the 
Luna series included Luna 16 
that brought back soil samples 
in 1970 and Luna 17 which land­ 
ed the eight wheeled Lunokhod 
moon rover in November 1970. 
Luna 10 crashed in 1971 when 
it tried to land near the Sea of 
Fertility and Luna 19 made a 
photo reconnaissance mission, 
presumably to pinpoint landing 
sites. 
The Soviet unmanned explor­ 
ations have managed to return 
to die earth amounts of moon 
soil measured in ounces. Amer­ 
ican astronauts ranging over 
the moon have collected hun­ 
dreds of pounds of samples. 
Very little is known about the 
Soviet Union’s space plans, al­ 
though a top American space; 
official said in a recent inter­ 
view that if U.S. astronauts re­ 
turn to the moon this century it 
will have to be as part of a 
joint expedition with the Soviet 
Union.

They’re handcuffed and then jailed. ' 
These men and some women. 
They murdered no one. 
They stole nothing. 
They injured no one. 
They committed no blackmail, nor 
perjury, nor malfeasence. 
They have lead the good lives; obey­ 
ing traffic signals, drive with care, 
heeding the one hundred and one laws 
ttiat govern them and others. 
} But a judge sentences them.. 
He imprisons them. 
They face a claustrophobic period be­ 
hind iron doors; often not knowing how 
long they must serve. They’re thrown in 
with hardened criminals. 
Their lives are disrupted. 
Their families suffer. Their children 
will always bear a stigma of a parent 
jailed:. 
; For the rest of their lives they them­ 
selves will bear the label of an ex- 
convict. 
What did these people do to warrant 
sjach harsh punishment. 
They respected a confidence. 
*, They protected a news source. 
They believe in and are willing to be 
jailed for the freedom of press guaranteed 
in the First Amendment of the Constitu­ 
tion.A free press can’t be fettered by grand 


juries and judges who insist, using the 
threat of jail, that newsmen must break 
the confidences of a news source. 
Freedom of the press is not a half-, 
'way measure. It can’t be applied to one 
theory and not applied to another. 
A newsman, whether he works for a 
small town weekly or a large metro­ 
politan daily, must feel free, must be 
free, to report. 
A society that binds newsmen also 
limits truth, paves the way for wrong­ 
doing, and condones secrecy. 
Throughout history, journalist have 
risked imprisonment and worse to keep 
the press free. One of the foundations of 
this democracy since before its inception 
has been freedom of the press. 
The press does not serve itself by this 
freedom; it serves all men. It does not 
uncover secrets to keep them, secret but 
to bare them before the public. It does 
not judge but allows the reader to judge. 
It does not profit by its news stories but 
all men profit by them. An informed 
press keeps the public informed and an 
informed public is a free one. 
Only those with secrets to hide fear 
a free press. 
Unless the recently applied measures 
against newsmen are eliminated the 
entire freedom which has been ours will 
be destroyed. 


Court Controversy 


t The United States Supreme Court, has 
bicorne the center of a. constitutional 
question as the result of a proposal that 
a-new national Court of Appeals be es­ 
tablished to relieve the top court of some 
of its workload. Justices of the court, in­ 
cluding present and former chief justices, 
liv e aligned themselves on . opposing 
sides of the question. 
> Chief Justice Warren Burger was in­ 
strumental in bringing the controversy to 
the front by appointing a study commit­ 
tee from the federal Judicial Center. The 
study panel endorsed the idea of a new 
Cpurt of Appeals, a move favored by the 
chief justice. 
f. The proposed court would act as a 


clearing house to review' cases appealed 
to the Supreme Court to determine which 
should be reviewed and which rejected. 
It would thus usurp an important consti­ 
tutional prerogative of the nation’s high­ 
est tribunal, a point which is drawing 
considerable objection. 
It also has been argued that the de­ 
cision to accept a case or not is not that 
time consuming. It is in rendering opin­ 
ions and supporting them with written 
arguments that the Supreme Court spends 
most of its time. 
The question of a new layer of federal 
judiciary is one which should be reviewed 
cautiously and thoroughly. 


Managua's Future 


Although the final decision has not 
been announced, the government of Nica­ 
ragua is leaning toward the total oblitera­ 
tion of its capital city, Managua. Not 
much of the city is left following the sec- 
fnd major earthquake in 42 years. 
-Í Managua could be rebuilt, and the dis­ 


aster which has befallen the city could 
occur again. The site is in the midst of 
a major fault, and science now knows 
enough about those faults to predict earth 
movements will reoccur. From the rub­ 
ble a new Managua may be built — else­ 
where.

photographs are particularly 
pleased with the detail shown 
of large topographic features, 
such as the Chesapeake Bay. 
Geologists, water specialists, 
foresters and mapmakers are 
among the enthusiasts who see 
their work made easier by the 
Earth Resources Satellite, if the 
orbiting detector has located 
any unclaimed gold deposits, it 
is keeping that information to 
itself.

NEW YORK — It was around 
8 p.m. that April 12, 1945, and 
I was playing bridge with some 
other Army officers in our 
barracks lounge at Rhoads 
General Hospital, near Utica,

my right a lieutenant colonel, 
and across from me was a full 
colonel, my partner. 
The captain was a medical 
administrative officer, and so 
was 1.

$11 of us were on the staff on 
Rhoads 
General,

huge 
hospital,, spread over 185 acres, 
that specialized in orthopedic 
cases — men whose bones had 
been shattered or blown off in 
the war — and men who were 
suffering from baffling skin 
diseases.

Perry Como at GO: Some 15 
years ago an erudite writer 
natried Gilbert M¡listein com­ 
posed a glowing valentine to 
Perry Como for the New York 
Times magazine. Over a drink 
at “21” we asked this insightful 
skeptic how come he’d forsaken 
his customary acidulous style to 
toss this laurel. 
He confessed, smiling: “I 
went to see Como primarily to 
get him talking and to find the 
chink in his armor. I heard no 
clank. He hasn't an evasive 
answer in his vocabulary.” Avid 
that is how' we have found 
Perry Como over some 30 
years, to this very day. 
T h a t he became show 
business* legendary symbol of 
decency hasn’t happened by 
accident nor design. Unlike the 
apocryphal horse, Perry can’t 
be led to war nor made to 
drink. He listens to advice and 
then follows his instincts: they 
are good. What comes naturally 
Is his thing.. As the old joke 
goes, he may not always be 
right, but he's never wrong.

Sarnoff, chairman of RCA, 
which owns NBC. called Perry 
and said both firms — Perry

Israel said the air attacks 
were in retaliation to three 
shooting incidents along the 
cease-fire line over the week­ 
end. The frontier has erupted 
i off and on with heavy fighting 
since September when Israel 
began reprisal, raids against 
Syria for harboring bases from 
which guerrillas attacked. 
Israeli jets flew as far as 170 
miles into Syria, bombing an 
arm y camp near Latakia. a 
regular port of call for Soviet 
ships. There was no report of 
whether Soviet ships were at 
Latakia during the raid, the Is­ 
raeli command said. 
The Israeli fighters also at­ 
tacked four radar installations, 
artillery and army and guer­ 
rilla posts, the command said. 
Damascus radio said two Syr­ 
ian radar stations were de­ 
stroyed. 
Syria said one soldier was 


killed and two were wounded in 
the Latakia attack and that air 
raids near the Golan Heights 
killed one of its soldiers and 
wounded six.

Let’s assume you’re in 
four spades and West starts 
out with the K-A of clubs, 
East playing tne 8-2 to show 
a doubleton. When West 
ccntinues with the jack, you 
ruff in dummy with the 
nine, which East overruffs 
with the jack. Having lost 
tiuee tricks, you are obliged 
— in the fullness of time 
— to try the heart finesse. 
When this fails, you finish 
down one. 
If 
you 
are 
of 
an 
inquisitive nature and start 
to wonder whether or not 
tne hand could have been 
made, you can quickly 
discover that you could 
have — and should have — 
made the hana. 
It all goes back to trick 
thiee. when West led the 
jack of clubs and you ruffed 
high in dummy and got 
overruffed by East. Instead 
of trumping the third round 
of clubs in dummy, hoping 
that East would be unable 
to overtrump, it would have 
been wiser to discard a 
heart from dummy. 
For practical purposes, 
this would have insured the 
contract. Whatever West 
piayed next, you would 
diaw trumps as rapidly as 
possible, cash the A-K of 
d i m a o n d s and A - K of 
hearts, then cash the queen 
of diamonds and discard 
dummy’s last heart, thus

been spared so far, according 
to 
employers, 
doctors * and 
school officials in the area. 
“We're 
operating 
with

fingers crossed,” said James R.

Industries. “So far we’ve had 
normal attendance.” 
Most other industries m Potts­ 
town also report that attendance 
is 
normal 
or 
near 
normal. 
“Absenteeism, is just a little 
above normal,” noted George 
Goodman, 
plant 
manager 
of 
Stanley G. Flagg & Co., “but 
I doubt that it can be attributed 
to the flu. It’s mostly because 
of whiter colds.” 


NOT HIGH 
Thomas 
Webber, 
personnel 
director at Bethlehem Steel’s 
Pottstown plant, said illnesses 
are not 
abnormally 
high. 
“I 
haven’t 
really 
checked 
the 
records in the last few days,” 
he 
remarked, 
“but 
if

Some churches in the area 
noticed a

Behavior Lesson Learned From Birds 


Theron “Ted” Keenan, 479 N. 
Manatawny St., is fascinated by 
wild birds and he said the tiny 
feathered creatures teach him 
many things. 
“Not only about themselves 
b u t 
also 
about 
human 
behavior,” he explained. “They 
teach us to be kind and af­ 
fectionate, instead of selfish. 
“The 
cardinals, 
he 
said, 
change their moods depending 
on 
the 
season, 
One 
of 
the 
biggest birds to eat from my 
feeders, they are able to push 
other birds aside when they 
want to eat, including other 
cardinals. 
“But in early spring, when 
it’s nearly time for the mating 
season, you will see a cardinal 


fetch some food for his lady 
friend,” Keenan said. 
The feeders is where most of 
the bird action takes place, and 
Keénan has more than half a 
dozen in his back yard which 
merges with the woods on the 
banks of Manatawny Creek. 
Beca'use there’s always plenty 
of 
food, 
a 
wide variety 
of 
songbirds can be found there 
throughout the 
cold seasons, 
giving Keenan enough time to 
become well acquainted with 
their habits and even idiosyn­ 
crasies. 
Children from a considerable 
distance along the Manatawny 
come to visit and learn about 
birds, he said. 
“So I tell them about the 


different habits that we can see 
t h r o u g h o u t the changing 
seasons. 
“Now, for instance, they can. 
watch the green finch, which 
will stay until spring and by 
that time will have changed 
from a greenish color to yellow. 
Also known as the salad bird, 
it thrives on wild bird seeds, 
flower seeds and com. 
“And there’s the junco, which 
has come south from Canada, 
to get out of the cold. It has 
a dark top and lighter gray 
lower body. 
“The chickadee is a 2-ounce 
ball of cotton that almost gets 
blow-n away by a strong gusts 
of wind. But for them I built a 
special feeder, consisting of a

Amendment to 


Senate Rules 


Hinting at the existence of a 
practice by the leadership of 
the Pennsylvania Senate to kill 
certain legislation unfavorable 
to it and to give special and 
preferred treatment

legislation, a state lawmaker 
said Monday he plans corrective 
action. 
State Sen. John Stauffer said 
he will introduce an amendment 
to the senate rules when rule 
changes are considered Jan. 15. 
The 
proposal

prohibit 
proposed bills from being sent 
to the Senate Rules Committee. 
“The rules committee is made 
up of the legislative leadership 
ana its function is to consider 
resolutions and the conduct of 
the daily affairs of the senate,” 
Stauffer explained. 
But he said ihe bills, which 
rightfully should go to some 
other 
senate 
committee, 
too 
often are assigned to the rules 
committee where thev are given 
special 
consideration 
or 
are 
buried.

Those vehicles will be towed 
away at the owner's expense 
and the owner is liable for a 
$10 fine as well. 
Qne section requires car own­ 
ers with off-street parking facili­ 
ties, such as driveways, to move

snow storm begins. 
On streets where parking is 
permitted on both sides and 
where off-street parking is not 
available, cars shall be parked 
only on the odd or even-number­ 
ed side of the street immediate­ 
ly after the storm begins. 
The guiding factor for this 
regulation shall be the calendar 
day. 
If the date is an odd 
number, car owners shall park 
their vehicles on the side of the 
street containing odd-numbered 
homes.

An exception to this, however, 
is in the event a snow storm be­ 
gins after 10 p.m. on a given 
day.

For streets where parking is 
permitted only on one side, a 
police car with the public ad­ 
dress system will drive slowly 
down the street advising resi­

At the end of the snow fall, if 
the accumulation is not suffici­ 
ent to require plowing (4 inches 
or less) the parking provisions^ 
set up in the snow ordinance 
no longer will be in effect.

But ap a rt from tete-a-tete, the trium phal return 
of George Allen to Los Angeles, for the purpose of 
m eeting the forces of Don Shula and Joe Robbie, has 
to add up to the most am using piece of irony of the 
space age. 
Allen, you will recall, spent three winning seasons 
in Los Angeles before being fired the first tim e. 
Rehired 10 days later, he won for two more years, 
at which point the organization, wrhich decided it 
didn’t care for him' as a conviva 1 companion, gave 
him the boot again. 


S T E P S T O T H E T O P 
Red-faced, he now m ade his way to Washington 
where he was to develop a team that got (a) to the 
playoffs last year, and (b) all the way to the Big 
Casino this tim e. 
He has advanced to the finals of the pro football 
tournam ent with the startling accom plishment of not 
allowing a touchdown by either opponent in the first 
two rounds. 
Having starved Green Bay. 16-3, he then put 
Dallas on bread and water to win, 26-3. And both of 
the vanquished are reputed for their attacks. 
Washington 
will be 
matched in 
Los 
Angeles 
against Miami, whose leader, Shula, yielded to the 
blandishm ents of Dolphin owner Robbie and fled the 
loving bosom of Carroll Rosen bloom, at Baltim ore, 
A sensitive flower, Rosenbloom at first was wound­ 
ed. Then working up an im m ense lather, he scream ed 
tampering, and he was successful in being awarded 
a first draft choice from Miami. 
But the scars never healed, and he established 
clearly that if he ever speaks to Shula and Robbie 
again, he will invite Merlin Olsen, Bob Lilly and mean 
Joe Green to nail him on a blitz and break every 
bone in his sun-tanned body. 
Having since switched to Los Angeles, where he 
has suffered the pains of a disappointing season, 
Rosenbloom now must cast a baleful eye on his home 
stadium where Miami is to play for the money. 
On the subject of banknotes, Allen, it develops, 
has benefited in a larger way from the present tourna­ 
ment than any coach or player in the history of post­ 
season professional play. 
When George signed with Washington, his at­ 
torney, a gentleman from Beverly Hills named Ed 
Hookstratten, arranged, among other interesting fea­ 
tures. a contract clause pertaining to bonus incentives. 
The agreem ent provides for an ex tra $5.000 for 
getting to the divisional playoff, $10.000 more for get­ 
ting to the conference championship, and an additional 
$15,000 for getting to the Super Bowl. 
All of the foregoing is besides the prize money 
that Allen will have received from participating in 
the gam es.

$63,000 in side loot if he wins the Super Bowl, or 
$7,500 less if he loses. 
Unmistakably, you are going to see a match this 
tim e between the best team s in their respective con­ 
ferences. 
The two play the most efficient, error-free football 
in the National League. 
They are tightly-coached, 
high-spirited and smart, and neither side is blessed in 
a gam e with the quality of charity, which is to say, 
they give away nothing, 


O P P O N E N T S C O M P A R E D 
The argument is made repeatedly that Washing­ 
ton has played the tougher schedule, but one thing 
you never do in sports is dismiss casually a team 
that never has been beaten. 
You don’t do this, mainly because an unbeaten 
record is something that can’t be improved upon. 
Winning 16 straight in pro football is a colossal 
achievem ent, thus causing us to titter and guffaw 
when Coach of the Year in the American Conference 
is voted to anyone but Shula. 
He is Coach' of the Year, by any standards that are 
sane. And certainly, Allen will acknowledge this. 
But he won't give him any of his $63,000.
